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STATE PLAN FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF LIBRARY SERVICE 
IN MISSISSIPPI 


“The State Library Agency” 


“For libraries as for schools, the state has a responsibility for the 
provision of adequate service for all its inhabitants. This responsibility 
has been tacitly recognized in practically all the states; now it is being 
written into state laws. 


“The state should provide an official state library agency to carry 
out this responsibility and to develop and coordinate library service 
throughout the state. Most states have set up such a library agency but many 
of them are very inadequate. 


“Libraries are essential in a democracy, dependent as that is on 
enlightment of the people and on the vitality of their cultural and social 
ideas. Modern trends in continuing or adult education, and in use of 
many books in schools and university, make libraries basic in the whole 
educational scheme. At the same time, they are greatly affected by modern 
inventions, such as radio, by population trends and by governmental 
trends. Vigorous leadership on the part of state library agencies, alert 
to changing conditions and opportunities, seems fundamental to library 
progress.”—American Library Association. 


“The functions of the state library agency are: 


1. To develop effective state-wide public library service. 
2. To develop effective state-wide school library service. 
3. To develop a high quality personnel in the libraries of the state. 


4. To provide a direct service of books, pamphlets and clippings, 
visual material, and guidance in their use to individuals, groups, and 
schools. 


5. To provide a supplementary service of books, pamphlets, and 
clippings, reading courses, and visual material for the libraries of the 
state. 


6. To maintain a state reference and lending library for specialized 
service to government officials and departments, members of the legisla- 
ture and Supreme Court; to preserve and make available historical and 
related material; to exchange documents with other states. 


7. To encourage development of adequate library service in state 
hospitals and institutions for dependents and delinquents. 


8. To collect statistics and other facts on the status of libraries and 
to compile and publish reports and bulletins. 


9. To coordinate the library services of the state, and to coordinate 
libraries with other educational services and agencies, so as to increase 
effectiveness and avoid waste and unnecessary duplication. 
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10. To cooperate with the library agencies of other states and with 
national library agencies.”—American Library Association. 


In order for the state library agency of Mississippi to perform ade- 
quately the functions that should be carried on by any state agency 
and in order to plan wisely and well for future development it was 
necessary to know the present status of libraries in the state. In July 1936, 
the Commission authorized the secretary to make a careful study of every 
type of library service. We do not wish to discredit in the least the noble 
work that has been done in the state, but this survey brings to light the 
deplorable library situation of Mississippi and reveals the fact that the 
citizens must take very definite steps to improve this condition. Unless 
this condition is improved it will be impossible for Mississippi’s Educational 
program to move forward. Making provision for adequate library service 
is essential in order to complete our system of public education. The 
following statistics showing the present status of libraries and the reports 
of the personal visits to each library by the secretary were used as a 
basis for the state plan for improvement of library service in the state.

State Plan for Better Library Service in Mississippi 


1. Better Library Laws. One of the greatest needs for the improve- 
ment of library service in Mississippi is library legislation permitting 
county and regional libraries supported by taxation as other educationa! 
institutions are supported, close cooperation of school and public library 
by contract service, and certification of librarians. 


2. State Grants-in Aid. Our two great “school masters” of recent 
years: “the World war and the depression,” have taught us to realize the 
necessity of continued education into adult life. Famous court decisions 
and students of government have supported the “contention” that the 
library is an educational function and is, therefore, a concern of the state. 
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A number of states are securing state grants for library extension and 
development. A very carefully worked out program for long time planning, 
based on the recent survey shows that state aid will be essential in order 
to have adequate library service on an equal basis throughout the state. 
The survey also shows that it would not be wise to ask for a large state 
grant at this time, but there is great need for a state grant of at least 
$15,000 to aid in carrying out a regional library demonstration in the state. 


3. The State Library Commission. An appropriation of $10,000 for 
the office of the State Library Commission is necessary in order that 
the secretary may spend much time in advisory service in the field, to 
supply a book collection to aid in demonstration work, and to enable her 
to do really effective work. 


4. Cooperating with the Mississippi Library Association in trying 
to raise the standards of library personnel and service in the state. To 
cooperate with the Mississippi Library Association in making an effort 
to have the constitutional amendment pertaining to the election of the 
state librarian repealed. 


Methods of Work 


1. Extensive Publicity Program—Personal visits of the secretary to 
each public library in the state, where talks will be made to a group 
representing each civic organization in the city, discussing with them 
the present status of libraries, and outlining the program for better 
library service in the state; newspaper articles and feature stories, and 
issuing the Bulletin quarterly. 


2. Citizens’ Library Movement—The purpose of a citizen’s library 
movement is to get the citizens as a group to realize that the library is 
our broadest educational institution and should be supported as other 
institutions are supported. “Vigorous effort is essential to put over any 
state plan.” All citizen groups: Parent Teacher Association, Federated 
Women’s Clubs, business and political groups, county agencies, welfare 
organizations, schools and churches, may through continuous work with 
the Legislature convince the members that their constituents really want 


them to carry out the immediate objectives for better library service in 
the state of Mississippi. 


8. Governor Hugh L. White will issue a proclamation asking the 
citizens of Mississippi to observe the first week in November as “Library 
Week.” At this time the libraries in the state will be urged to carry on 
a very intensive publicity program, through talks before various civic 
organizations of their cities, newspaper articles, booklists on topics of 
interest to their community, close cooperation with the public schools, 
posters, window displays, and exhibits. 


THE LIBRARY AND ADULT EDUCATION 


Our educational system must lead to a desire for further study. The 
worst thing that could be said about formal education is that people no 
longer need to study. The best thing that could be said is that people 
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want to continue their study. This means books and books mean libraries. 
The public library is recognized as the most potent factor in the education 
of people. 


“It seems that the library might be the first cultural institution that 
a wise and far seeing town builder might choose in planting a new com- 
munity: it is broad and all-inclusive in its offerings; it can touch and 
reinforce every cultural and educational impetus that arises elsewhere 
in the community; and it can indefinitely carry on and nourish the inter- 
ests roused by these other educational experiences or offerings.” 


What can your library do in Adult Education? First, the librarian 
must have clearly fixed in his own mind the functions of adult education. 
Floyd W. Reeves, Department of Education, University of Chicago, out- 
lines the functions of adult education as follows: 


1. To fill in gaps. This is usually on an elementary level and its 
purpose is to give aid to those whose formal education was 
terminated early in life. This service is usually given in the 
evening classes provided by the public schools. 


2. To maintain skills and knowledge acquired in childhood and youth. 


8. To keep in touch with science, politics, literature, arts, and 
economics. 


4. To deal with problems at the adult level. 
5. To give to older and younger generations a mutual understanding. 
In all of these activities the public library is an indispensable factor. 


Second, the librarian must know the needs and interests of the 
community, he must have the ability to select books for individuals in 
all classes from the elementary to the advanced student, for scholars, 
scientists, business men, politicians, professional men, and teachers. The 
book collection must include material for cultural reading, information 
and enjoyment. Provision must be made for research and reference 
material, including the general reference collection as well as special 
subjects as local history, business, music, the subject depending upon the 
interest and occupations of the community. 


Third, the librarian must be familiar with the adult education activities 
of the community in order that the library may become the coordinating 
and cooperative agency of all groups or organizations. In most communities 
of the state the following agencies are well established: Public schools, 
which make provision for evening classes for adults; vocational, agricul- 
tural and home extension; health program; churches; Federated clubs; 
business and professional groups; Parent Teacher Associations; men’s 
clubs; university extension courses; federal emergency program. Keep in 
touch with these agencies, know their programs, and see that adequate 
material is available. 


This service may include booklists, planning of reading courses, talks 
to the various civic organizations about books or the library, talks to 
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city and county officials pointing out the need for adequate support for 
libraries. Encourage book review clubs, provide for book exhibits and 
window displays showing the treasures of the community. This may in- 
clude rare books, antiques, handicrafts, and wherever possible connect 
them with books. Organize discussion groups and cultural clubs. Ask for 
publicity in local newspapers, local magazines, and publications of Rotary 
Clubs and women’s clubs. 


Fourth, make special efforts to find out the unserved groups of 
your community. Find out from your superintendent of city schools the 
out-of-school youth who have not been able to continue their formal 
education. Encourage their continued study by outlining reading courses 
for them, put them in touch with university extension courses and informal 
study and discussion groups. If your library does not give service to the 
rural districts, take steps to aid in establishing a county library. Make 
adequate provision for rural groups, CCC camps, hospitals, and penal 
institutions. 


THE RELATION OF THE SCHOOL LIBRARY TO THE 
GUIDANCE PROGRAM 


It is recognized by educators that one of the most significant needs of 
youth is that of guidance. Those who are responsible for the guidance 
of youth must see to it that the curriculum is planned so as to enable 
the student to adjust himself in the following areas of life: vocational, 
family relationship, human behavior, and social and economic relationship. 
This means greater emphasis will be placed upon guidance and that our 
conception of vocational guidance will be much broader in the future than 
it has been in the past. 


A vocational guidance means books, books that will give the youth 
information concerning the educational, both general and specific, quali- 
fications of many vocations, future of such work, cost, advantages and 
disadvantages; books that will enable the student to analyze himself as 
to his fitness for such work. Biographies of successful men and women 
in many vocations should be available. 


The librarian, by working with the heads of departments, can 
work out a successful program which will correlate their subject with 
vocational guidance. There are unlimited possibilities by close coopera- 
tion of the librarian, home economics teacher, home demonstration agent, 
and county farm agent, in working out a guidance program in agriculture 
—poultry, dairy, home management. This means an excellently equipped 
vertical file service and a wide use of government bulletins as well as 
much free material. As girls study costume, design, and home making 
they are driven back to explore the historical development and geo- 
graphical variation of costume and homes—this means outside study 
and varied use of books. 


Leisure activity-avocational education is just as important as vocational 
education. With the rapid change of the industrial program, and the 
increased use of machinery, one’s job will become a routine and will 
not require skill. Satisfaction will come in one’s avocation rather than 
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vocation. The future must provide for the enrichment of individual 
satisfaction in music, fine arts, dramatics, and reading. Each of these 
activities depend upon a rich background of material. 
In such a program the library will become the focus of school life 
and the librarian will no longer be a silent partner in the teaching process. 
Many curriculum problems cannot be dealt with without her full coopera- 
tion. The librarian must be prepared to do adequate service, keep in touch 
with the development of the guidance program, visit class rooms, have 
conferences with teachers concerning their needs, make bibliographies, 
and prepare booklists for heads of departments. Much of the success 
of the avocational guidance program will depend upon the librarian’s 4 
ability to give individual guidance to the students. With emphasis being 
placed not only upon guidance but also on the curriculum revision program, 
the librarian has an opportunity as never before to show that in the a 
modern school set-up the library will become the heart of the school and 
the librarian the key person next to the principal.
